POSSIBLE SC MEETING ON WEST BANK EXPELLEES - 

AMB SHERER INFORMED ISRAELI ACTING PERMREP ELIAV OF LIBYAN 
APPROACH ON BEHALF PLO CONCERNING POSSIBLE SC MEETING UNLESS 
TWO WEST BANK EXPELLEES WERE PERMITTED TO RETURN BEFORE APRIL 
12 ELECTIONS. LATER. ELIAV SAID HE HOPED US WOULD DO EVERYTHING 
POSSIBLE TO PREVENT COUNCIL MEETING BEFORE WEST BANK ELECTIONS, 
BECAUSE MEETING AT THIS TIME COULD LEAD TO BLOODSHED DURING 
ELECTION PERIOD. SHERER SUGGESTED US LOBBYING AT THIS STAGE 
WOULD NOT BE HELPFUL. MEANTIME, SHERER TOLD LIBYAN AMB KIKHIA 
HE HAD PASSED MESSAGE, AND KIKHIA EXPRESSED THANKS AND SAID

SOVIET MISSION WAS INFORMED BY PHONE APRIL 6 THAT A BOMB WOULD

MISSION WAS EVACUATED. THE SAME DAY, A PHONE CALLER IDENTIFYING 
HIMSELF AS MEMBER OF THE JEWISH ARMED RESISTANCE ADVISED RADIO 
STATION WINS THAT A FIRE BOMB HAD GONE OFF AT 156 FIFTH 
AVENUE. POLICE LOCATED A MOLOTOV COCKTAIL, WHICH HAD FAILED 
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TO GO OFF, IN FRONT OF OFFICE DOOR TO NATIONAL COUNCIL OF 
AMERICAN SOVIET FRIENDSHIP COMMITTEE AT THAT ADDRESS. (LIMITED

RHODESIAN SANCTIONS COMMITTEE - 

AT OUTSET APRIL 8, SOVIETS EXPRESSED STRONG NEGATIVE REACTION 
TO COMMITTEE'S DECISION, WITH SOVIET AGREEMENT APRIL 5, 

CONCERNING DISPATCH OF MESSAGE TO SYG PRAISING FORMER COMMITTEE 
SECRETARY NOEL (FRANCE). WITH ONLY LIBYAN SUPPORT. AND DESPITE 
VIGOROUS OBJECTIONS BY US, UK, FRANCE, JAPAN AND ITALY, 

CHAIRMAN AKHUND (PAKISTAN) CONCLUDED THAT DURING HIS ORAL 
PRESENTATION TO SYG CONCERNING NOEL’S PERFORMANCE HE WOULD 
OBSERVE ALSO THAT THE SOVIETS DID NOT SHARE HIGH ESTEEM OF OTHERS 
REGARDING NOEL. CASES DISCUSSED INVOLVED SPORTING ACTIVITIES. 

AND THE US ACCEPTED TANZANIAN APPEAL TO EXAMINE WHETHER 

ANY TRANSFER OF FUNDS TOOK PLACE DURING PRIVATE TRAVEL BY 

AMERICAN ATHLETES TO RHODESIA. PREDICTABLY, SOVIETS FOUGHT STRONGLY 

AGAINST COMMITTEE SENDING NOTE TO GDR CONCERNING CONVICTION 

OF CZ SCIENTIFIC INSTRUMENTS LIMITED, AND DESPITE US, UK 

AND FRENCH OPPOSITION, CHAIRMAN WENT BACK ON COMMITTEE'S 

APRIL 5 DECISION. DEFERRING "FINAL" DECISION UNTIL NEXT WEEK.

LAW OF THE SEA - 

SECRETARY KISSINGER TOLD LOS CONFERENCE PRESIDENT AMERASINGHE 
(SRI LANKA) AND CORRESPONDENTS THAT HE HAD COME TO NEW YORK 
TO UNDERLINE THE GREAT IMPORTANCE THE US ATTACHES TO THE 
EARLY CONCLUSION OF A LOS TREATY. HE HAD MADE FORTHCOMING 
PROPOSALS TO BREAK THE DEADLOCK THAT EXISTS AND WOULD EXAMINE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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OTHER IDEAS WITH AN OPEN MIND. HE HAD HAD A VERY GOOD TALK 
WITH PRESIDENT AMERASINGHE AND VARIOUS COMMITTEE CHAIMEN, 

AND HE BELIEVED THAT COMPLETING A TREATY THIS YEAR WOULD BE 
A MAJOR EVENT IN THE HISTORY OF MANKIND. (USUN 1460) 

AS OF APRIL 8, 60 DELEGATIONS HAVE SPOKEN ON PROCEDURES 

FOR THE SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES SINCE THE GENERAL DEBATE BEGAN 

IN PLENARY APRIL 5. OBSERVER STATUS HAS BEEN RRANTED TO THE 

COMMISSION TO STUDY THE ORGANIZATION OF PEACE AND TO THE

THE NUMER OF NON-GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS GRANTED OBSERVER

COMMITTEE OF 24 SUBCOMMITTEE ON SMALL TERRITORIES - 
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THE SUBCOMMITTEE CONCLUDED ITS CONSIDERATION OF BERMUDA 
APRIL 8, HEARING STATEMENTS BY THE REPRESENTATIVES OF TRINIDAD 
AND TOBAGO AND CHILE, AND A CLOSING STATEMENT BY THE UK. 

THE RAPPORTEUR WAS REQUESTED TO PREPARE A DRAFT REPORT ON 
BERMUDA. THE SUBCOMMITTEE ALSO HEARD AN INTRODUCTORY STATE- 
MMENT BY THE US ON THE US VIRGIN ISLANDS, AND WILL CONTINUE 
CONSIDERATION OF THOSE ISLANDS APRIL 12. 

ABDULLAH (TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO) ASKED: WHETHER PROPOSALS FOR 
THE "BERMUDIANIZATION" OF THE POLICE FORCE HAD BEEN IMPLEMENTED; 
WHAT WAS THE PERCENTAGE OF BERMUDIANS HOLDING POSITIONS WITHIN 
THE HIGHER LEVELS OF THE POLICE FORCE; AND FOR INFORMATION 
REGARDING THE PROPOSAL TO RESTRICT THE VOTING RIGHTS OF THOSE 
IN MUNICIPALITIES BY ESTABLISHING PROPERTY QUALIFICATIONS. 

HE THOUGHT THE COMING ELECTORAL CAMPAIGN WOULD DEAL REALISTI- 
CALLY WITH THE QUESTION OF FUTURE POLITICAL STATUS, 

HOPED THE PRESENCE OF MILITARY BASES WOULD NOT PROLONG THE 
DEPENDENT STATUS OF BERMUDA, AND BELIEVED BERMUDA SHOULD BE 
ENCOURAGED TO LOOK TO THE CARIBBEAN, AMONG OTHER PLACES, 

FOR TECHNICAL EXPERTS, RATHER THAN TO THE US. HOLGER (CHILE) 
WELCOMED THE UK STATEMENT AND SAID ELECTION REFORM WAS NEEDED 
AS WELL AS DIVERSIFICATION OF THE ECONOMY. 

DALTON (UK), REPLYING TO SOME QUESTIONS RAISED, REPORTED THAT 
IN 1970 THERE WERE 1,739 EXPATRIATES WHO WERE ELIGIBLE TO 
REGISTER FOR VOTING OUT OF AN OVERALL TOTAL OF 23,091 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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POTENTIAL VOTERS IN BERMUDA. EVEN IF ALL 1,739 REGISTERED TO VOTE 
- WHICH WAS UNLIKELY - IT COULD NOT REASONABLY BE SAID THAT 
THEY SUBSTANTIALLY AFFECTED THE OUTCOME OF THE ELECTION. 

HE TOLD THE CONGOLESE REPRESENTATIVE THAT THE DELAY IN GRANTING 
INDEPENDENCE WAS IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE VIEWS OF THE PEOPLE OF 
BERMUDA, EXPRESSED THROUGH FREE DEMOCRATIC POLITICAL PROCESSES 
WHICH THE COMMITTEE OF 24 HAD URGED THE UK TO ESTABLISH. 
(REPEATED INFO HAMILTON)

IN OPENING STATEMENT ON US VIRGIN ISLANDS, KRESSLER 
REPORTED ON THE CONSIDERABLE PROGRESS WHICH HAD BEEN MADE 
IN THE AREA OF CONSTITUTIONAL DEVELOPMENT; ADMITTED THE 
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ECONOMIC PICTURE WAS NOT BRITH, SAID A PROPOSAL FOR A 
$76 MILLION FEDERAL LOAN TO THE GOVERNMENT OF THE VIRGIN 
ISLANDS WOULD SHORTLY BE SUBMITTED TO CONGRESS; DESCRIBED 
THE PERPLEXING PROBLEM OF ALIEN WORKERS AND THEIR FAMILIES, 

AND SAID THAT NEW IMMIGRATION REGULATIONS CAME INTO OPERATION 
IN OCTOBER 1975 WHICH SHOULD ASSIST IN ALLEVIATING THE 
SITUATION. HE ALSO DESCRIBED THE PROBLEMS FACING THE PUBLIC 
EDUCATION SYSTEM, AND SPOKE OF THE BURDEN TO THE VIRGIN 
ISLANDS GOVERNMENT OF PROVIDING ALMOST A COMPLETELY SUB- 
SIDIZED HEALTH SERVICE. 

IVORY COAST (CHAIRMAN) AND INDONESIA ASKED ABOUT US 
RECEPTIVITY TO VISITING MISSION TO THE VIRGIN ISLANDS, 

INDONESIA ASKED IF A VIRGIN ISLANDS REPRESENTATIVE COULD 
ADDRESS THE SUBCOMMITTEE, AND INDIA SOUGHT INFORMATION ON 
THE BILL BEFORE THE SENATE AUTHORIZING VIRGIN ISLANDERS 
TO DRAW UP A CONSTITUTION FOCUSING ON QUESTION OF WHETHER 
THEY WOULD BE GIVEN OPTION OF INDEPENDENCE. 

COMMITTEE ON RIGHTS OF PALESITNIAN PEOPLE-- 

THE COMMITTEE APRIL 8 GRANTED THE REQUEST OF THE LEAGUE 
OF ARAB STATES FOR OBSERVER STATUS, AND HEARD GENERAL 
DEBATE STATEMENTS BY THE REPRESENTATIVES OF CYPRUS, 

INDONESIA, LAO REPUBLIC, AFGHANISTAN, GUINEA AND INDIA. 

ROSSIDES (CYPRUS) SAID ACCEPTING THAT ISRAEL DID NOT 
INTEND TO CHANGE THE DEMOGRAPHIC CHARACTER OF THE TERRITORY, 
WHICH WOULD BE AN INTERNATIONAL CRIME OF MAGNITUDE, THERE 
COULD BE ON OBJECTION BY ISRAEL TO THE RETURN OF THE ARABS 
TO THEIR HOMES. IF ISRAEL DID OBJECT, IT 

WOULD HAVE TO EXPLAIN WHY. BOULOM (LAO REPUBLIC) SAID 
HIS COUNTRY, WHICH HAD BEEN IN THE GRIP OF AN INHERENTLY 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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FEUDAL AND CORRUPT REGIME AND SUBJECTED TO AMERICAN 
IMPERIALISM WHICH WAS A NATURAL ALLY OF ISRAEL, FIRMLY 
SUPPORTED THE PALESTINIANS' CAUSE. HE FAVORED THE TWO-PHASE 
PROGRAM PROPOSED BY THE PLO AND WOULD SUPPORT ANY PROPOSED 
TIME-TABLE FOR RETURN THAT HAD THE BEST CHANCE FOR 
IMPLEMENTATION. 

MARPAUNG (INDONESIA) HOPED THE PLO PROPOSALS WOULD BE 
GUIDING ELEMENTS FOR THE COMMITTEE'S RECOMMENDATIONS. 

HE FAVORED CONTACT WITH THE PARTIES DIRECTLY CONCERNED 
AND CONSULTATIONS WITH SC MEMBERS. IF THE SC WAS IN 
CAPABLE OF RESTORING THE PALESTINIANS THEIR JUST RIGHTS, 

IT WOULD THEN BE INCUMBENT ON THE COMMITTEE, IN FORMU- 
LATING ITS RECOMMENDATIONS, TO TAKE INTO ACCOUNT AS 
GA RESOLUTION 3236(XXX) STATED, "ALL THE POWERS CONFERRED 
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BY THE CHARTER UPON THE PRINCIPAL ORGANS OF THE UN." 

HE STRESSED IMPORTANCE OF RESTORING THE HOLY CITY 
OF JERUSALEM TO MUSLIM HANDS. AND ESTABLISHING A TIMETABLE FOR 
WITHDRAWAL OF OCCUPATION FORCES, DISMANTLING OF SETTLEMENTS 
ALREADY ESTABLISHED, RETURN OF PALESTINIANS TO THEIR HOMES 
AND RETURN OF REFUGEES DISPLACED BETWEEN 1948 AND 1967. 

IT MIGHT BE NECESSARY TO ESTABLISH A SPECIAL UN MACHINERY. 
ANALOGOUS TO THE UN COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA, AND THE SC MIGHT 
PROVIDE TEMPORARY PEACE-KEEPING FORCES. 

SIDDIQ (AFGHANISTAN) THOUGHT THAT WHILE THE FIRST STAGE 
OF RETURN OF THE PALESTINIANS WAS BEING IMPLEMENTED, 

A PROGRAM OF RETURN SHOULD BE OUTLINED FOR THOSE DISPLACED 
IN 1948. IF ISRAEL REFUSED TO ALLOW THEIR RETURN, AN 
ADVISORY OPINION OF THE INTERNATIONAL COURT OF JUSTICE 
COULD BE REQUESTED. DOUKOURE (GUINEA) DECLARED THAT ISRAEL 
WAS A PILLAR OF IMPERIALISM WHICH HAD MASSACRED WOMEN AND 
CHILDREN ON THE GOLAN HEIGHTS, SAID THE PLO SHOULD REPRESENT 
THE PALESTINIANS ON AN EQUAL FOOTING WITH ALL PARTICIPANTS 
CONCERNED, AND AGREED THAT THE 
RIGHT OF RETURN SHOULD BE IN TWO PHASES. 

JAIPAL (INDIA) OBSERVED THAT THE COMMITTEE WAS LIMITED 
TO FORMULATING A PROGRAM OF IMPLEMENTATION OF THE RIGHTS OF 
THE PALESTINIANS, I.E., RIGHT TO RETURN AND RIGHT TO SELF- 
DETERMINATION AND NATIONAL INDEPENDENCE. THE TWO-STAGE 
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PLO PLAN WAS GOOD AND WOULD BE PRACTICAL IF GIVEN A TIME-FRAME; 
NEVERTHELESS IT SHOULD BE WITHOUT PREJUDICE TO THE WISHES 
OF THOSE WHO WISHED TO RETURN IMMEDIATELY. IT WAS ESSENTIAL 
FOR THE COMMITTEE TO COME UP WITH A PRACTICAL PROGRAM WITHIN 
A FIXED TIME FRAME AND WITH UN ASSISTANCE. 

ROSSIDES COMMENTED THAT IF ISRAEL REFUSED THE RETURN 
OF THE REFUGEES, THE SC WOULD BECOME INVOLVED. HOW. 

HE ASKED, COULD THE COMMITTEE RELY ON THE SC, WHICH DID NOT 
SEEM TO MIND THE FAILURE TO IMPLEMENT ITS RESOLUTIONS?
